One always may expect, particularly 
since the nerve-jangling experiences of the 
war, a certain wholesome acrimony in all 
election campaigns. Indeed, a candidate or 
his supporters who cannot get a bit hot 
under the collar during a campaign may be 
suspected, quite legitimately, of having 
capacities as tepid as their zeal. Torpor is 
quite as intolerable in public life as smug- 
ness. 

But there are limits of abuse and sly 
insinuation which the public cannot see 
passed without marked distaste. Far be- 
yond these limits lies the critical disserta- 
tion on civic affairs published Monday in 
the highly respectable Edmonton Journal. 

The Journal, a staunch and perhaps un- 
thinking supporter of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, does not like the Civic Democratic 
Alliance which was formed this year to 
nominate reform candidates to civic of- 
fices. The Journal does not care for the 
Alliance, mostly, we suspect, because the 
activities of that body have prevented ac- 
clamations going to many Citizens’ Com- 
mittee nominees and have provoked con- 
tests at a moment when contests were 
most necessary to throw light on the some- 
what moribund conduct of civic affairs. 

But the good Journal encountered a 
difficulty. It could say nothing very bad 
about the Alliance candidates. So it dug 
a little deeper than the candidates and 
assumed an attitude of pious horror over 
the nature of the organization which 
sponsors them. 

The Alliance, says The Journal in a 
hoarse conspiratorial whisper, is commun- 
istic. There is nothing libellous about this 
charge because Communism, or rather the 
party which espouses communistic doc- 
trine, is now legal in Canada. But a lot of 
opprobrium still attaches itself to the 
word. And The Journal intends the charge 
to be opprobrious even though, fer various 
reasons, it is itself one of the most blatant 
journalistic admirers of the Soviet Union 
in Canada. 

The Journal cites several alleged rea- 
sons why Alliance candidates would be 
dangerous if elected, 

Assuming, rather wildly and unreason- 
ably, that these candidates are pledged to 
the communist organization, it declares 
that they would be “controlled” civic offi- 
cials and would have to make periodic re- 
ports to their political groups. Now this, 
of course, is nonsense, They are running 
quite independently of the organizations to 
which some of them may happen to belong. 
But what if they did have to report occa- 
sionally to their political groups? This 
duty would at least keep them awake and 
on their toes which is more than can be 
said for some of the past candidates of the 
Citizens’ Committee whose chief virtue, 
says The Journal, is that it disbands after 
each election and leaves its candidates on 
their own. 

So much for the academic side of The 
Journal's argument—if a smear campaign 
of this kind can be said to have an aca- 
demic side. 

It is in the personal angle that The 
Journal really gets down to business and 
touches an all-time low in mud-slinging. 

Here The Journa! begins to wallow in 
a slough of inconsistencies which is a bit 
bewildering to the average reader. The 
Civic Democratic Alliance, it declares, is a 
communistic plot. Yet it naively wonders 
at the presence in the line-up of Captain 
Harper Prowse, M.L.A., who serves the 
soldiers in the legislature, Alderman H. D 
Ainlay who was a C.C.F. candidate in the 
recent federal election and Mr. W. T. Wil- 
liams who is a stalwart of the Social Credit 
party. 

We share The Journal's amazement at 
this most miraculous bit of proselytism 
accomplished by the communists during 
the past few months 

And yet, swears The Journal, they are 
al] tarred with the communistic tar-stick 

For the purpose of winning an election, 
which has nothing on earth to do with party 
politics, as the variegated political stripes 
of the Alliance's supporters plainly show, 
The Journal makes these honest and sin- 
cere citizens all wear a brand of alleged 
political infamy, 

Perhaps the meanest part of the entire 
tirade is that directed against Mr. Jan 
Lakeman who is on the Alliance committee 
and whe, The Journal avers with upturned 
nose, was active in the “old Communist 
party days’. 

Well, Mr. Lakeman was active in the 
old Communist party days and he atill 
plays a role in the Labor Progressive party 
which is the heir to the communists. But 
does that render him unfit, as The Journal! 
implies, to take a hand in the election of 
progressive and intelligent and energetic 
citizens to the city council” 

Is there anyching in democracy which 
disfranchises a man for holding opinions 
which are not the ‘opinions of the major- 
ty? 

Mr, Lakeman is a hard-working, hon- 
eat citizen who believes ins Edmonton and 
believes in Canada—no matter what his 
political notions may be. He is the father 
of four sons who served gallantly in this 
war. ing Officer Joe won the DPC 


Petty John did his job in the Can- 
adian Navy. Sergeant George fought with 
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the RCAF, Petty Officer Bob still serves in 
the Navy. 

This is the man to whom The Journal 
points as a defiling element in the Civic 
Democratic Alliance, whose very presence 
renders the movement and all its support- 
ers suspect. 

Certainly The Journal has sounded a 
dissonant and discrediiable note in a cam- 
paign the quality of all whose candidates 
should have promised a cleaner campaign.

Feuding Again 

Civil war was raging in China long 
before the Japanese started their open 
and all-out invasion. That gave them the 
opportunity which they turned to their 
own advantage by playing faction against 
faction. The Japs having departed, the 
civil war is resumed. 

The conflict is irregular, not having 
been officially proclaimed. In fact the 
Communist leaders have been in confer- 
ence with the Central authorities at 
Chungking, while the rival troops tangled 
in combat across eleven provinces. But 
the fighting is fierce, as it is extended. 
There is no clearly drawn battle-line. 
Rather the picture is that of a suspended 
feud suddenly flaming over most of the 
giant empire, a war of neighbor against 
neighbor, village against village. 

Nominally, this is the business of the 
Chinese, who must be presumed to have 
some right to settle their political differ- 
ences in their own way, whether it is a 
fight for power on the historic lines or a 
clash of ideologies. But everyone who has 
courage enough to look at the realities 
knows that there is danger of other coun- 
tries becoming involved. 

That brings the Charter of the United 
Nations into the calculations. ‘The pre- 
vention and removal of threats to the 
peace” is therein laid down as one of the 
basic reasons for bringing this organiza- 
tion into being. And the Security Council 
is required to “determine the existence of 
any threat to the peace, or breach of the 
peace—and shall make recommendations 
—to maintain or restore international 
peace and security.” : 

China looks like the piace where the 
Security Council should start to investi- 
gate and function in this preventive 
capacity.

Our only two 
modern large guns, the 12-inch

It will 
continue to get worse until early 
next summer, at which time things 
should start to improve and by 
next winter there should be work 
for all those who want it. 


This situation has been anticipat- 
ed by the government, and legisla- 
tion has been passed to deal with 
it. Returned men may either secure 
benefits under the post-discharge 
re-establishment order, or under the 
unemployment insurance regula- 
tions. Many of them will find that 
the best course for them to take is! 
to use the next six to twelve months
